The inefficacy of having an ordinance against the sale of firecrackers 
in force in the village, when none governing the shooting of them is in 
existence, was aptly pointed out to suffering Antioch residents whose 
nerves jumped at the explosions of torpedoes, cannon crackers and just 
plain firecrackers from 5 a. m. in the morning to 3 a. m. on the succeed- 
ing morning, Saturday, Sunday, Monday and Tuesday. 

It is difficult to conceive that acts of malicious mischief and un- 
bridled hell-raising at all hours of the night, aided by the indiscriminate 
use of dangerous explosives, has any cotmcction with celebrating the 
feigning of the Declaration of Independence. It is believed that such cele- 
brants have little or no conception of American liberty, since liberty is 
based upon the eternal respect for the rights of others. 

It was mentioned, too, by some of the sufferers, that hard as this 
was on persons who went practically sleepless for three nights, it was 
worse in the case of very young children and invalids. There was at least 
one case of really serious illness within a block of the worst center of 
commotion, residents of the village have mentioned, and there may have 
been others. 

In addition there was the very real risk of bodily injury or infection 
to the firecracker enthusiasts themselves, and to by-standers. 

A number of children in Antioch and vicinity had to be treated by 
local phjrsicians for powder burns received from firecrackers. 

A Woodstock paper for Monday carries the account of a man who 
is nursing a badly burned left eye today as the result of a careless pre- 
Fourth celebration.. .Someone lighted a firecracker and threw it into the 
air, and it exploded in the face of the Woodstock man, who is today 
considering himself lucky that the sight of the eyo— endangered through 
no fault of his own, but through some one else's carelessness — can be 
saved. 

No doubt many other similar cases could be cited, and there is a 
possibility that accidents such as this came very near to happening in 
Antioch during the week-end and the Fourth. 

And there is nothing on the statute books to prevent them. 
Village orditunces merely prohibit the storage and sale of fireworks 
within the Antioch linoits. A person can buy all the firecrackers he 
wishes elsewhere, and shoot them off with impunity in the middle of Main 
street here. 

The suggestion has been made by many persons that either the ordin- 
ance with regard to the sale of fireworks be repealed, and the local mer- 
chants allowed to profit by this sale, or that the existing ordinance be 
re-enforced with a second one prohibiting the shooting off of fireworks, 
no matter where purchased, within the village limits, except in cases ot 
supervised celebrations.

26-28), 

Opportunity misused may become 
a curse, but that is the result when 
a man takes what might be a bless- 
ing and turns it into a blight. The 
life of Jeroboam is a warning 
against such sinfulness and at the 
same time it ofifers us an occasion 
to encourage young people to make 
the most of their opportunities for 
the glory of God. 

That which commended Jero- 
boam to Solomon was that he was 
a man of courage and industry (v. 
28). That combination will carry a 
man or woman to unlimited heights. 
The world is so Cull of timid and 
lazy folk, that the one who has a 
heart of valor and a willingness to 
work hard stands out in bold relief. 
Every sensible employer knows that 
T fact and is quick to lay hold of and 
advance such an individual. Times 
are hard and work is scarce, but 
opportunity still knoclts at the door 
of the boy or girl, man or woman 
who is brave and diligent. 

The sad thing was that there 
was treachery in the heart of Jero- 
boam. Had he been willing to wait 
God's time he would have received 
all that he did ultimately receive 
and more, but his strength of per- 
sonality did not include good char- 
acter, and he at once began to plot 
against the king who had given him 
his chance to develop and advance. 
Let us teach our young people to be 
loyal and true, as well as to be 
brave and ambitious. 

11. Promise and Condition (vv, 29- 
31, 37-39). 

God had reached the end of His 
patience with Solomon. He who had 
begun on his knees in the house of 
God, seeking wisdom that he might 
rule his people aright, had come to 
the end of his life in apostasy and in 
wicked indulgence of the wishes of 
his heathen wives. Through His 
prophet Ahijah, God made known 
the purpose to divide the kingdom 
into ten tribes and two— a separa- 
tion which knew no reunion while 
Israel was .in the land. 

Jeroboam was promised the ten 
tribes with the assurance of the 
great blessing which had been given 
to David, but this was definitely 
on the condition that he would 
"hearken— walk— do— keep" (v. 38) 
God's ^statutes. The fact that he 
failed only emphasizes the folly and 
wickedness of the man, for he went 
on his way to destruction in spite 
of opportunity and blessing. Men 
are doing the same thing today. Oh.. 
that we who teach this lesson might 
be enabled to stop some such prod- 
igal on this coming Lord's Day. 
III. Danger and Exile (v. 40). 
Although Jeroboam in accordance 
with God's promise did ultimately 
come to iiis throne, it was by way 
of danger and a fliglit Into Egypt. 
Solomon determined to destroy him 
and Jeroboam hod to flee into exile. 
If he had gone God's way to the 
throne. and had abided God's. time, 
he miglit bave spared himself both 
danger and exile in a heathen land. 
Perchance some one who reads 
these lines is just now languishing 
in the exile of an Egypt of despair 
because he has failed to obey God. 
To such a one we say, do not fol- 
low Jeroboam who went from exile 
on into greater sin and sorrow. 
Turn back now, seek God in con- 
fession and contrition, and if need 
be, in salvation. Get back to God's 
way and enjoy His blessing. 

In making application of the les- 
sons learned from the life of Jero- 
boam, let us not fail to point out 
that all down through the historical 
records he Is referred to repeatedly 
the man "who made Israel to 
" "Jeroboam's sins were not 
the sins of a common man. It is 
only kings, and kings' counselors, 
and popes, and bishops, and minis- 
ters, and elders, and such like, who 
can sin and make nations and 
churches and congregations to sin. 
But they can do it. And they are 
doing it every day . . . The com- 
monest and meanest man among us 
has more than enough of this terri- 
ble power of both sinning himself 
and making other men to sin" 
(Alexander Whyle).

Spi:aying .Early Advised to 
V Kill Eggs on Trees. 

Any period of warm weather in 
the spring U an. ideal time for the 
•pplicatiqn .of, a, tar oU emulsion 
jpray for th^.control of apple aphis. 
This material, if applied at the prop- 
er strength, wUl kiU the aphis egCB 
now on the trees. 

The stock emulsion, as received 
xrom the manufacturer or dealer, 
■will contain 68, 83 or 08 per cent 
actual tar oU, This should be di- 
luted to provide 2.5 per cent actual 
tar oil In the diluted spray. Grow- 
ers who have had difficulty control- 
ling the apple aphis would do well 
to apply one of the tar oil emul- 
sions while the trees are dormant 
and the temperature is above freez- 
ing, since the treatment offers one 
of the most effective methods of 
control. 

' Plans for applying tar oil emul- 
sion should be made early enough 
to insure the completion of the job 
•by the time the fruit buds appear 
fiilvery, since the use of such a mix- 
ture after that stage of bud devel- 
opment may cause serious injury, 
^Furthermore, the application of ex- 
cessive amounts of material should 
be avoided In the interest of safety 
and economy. It is Important, how- 
ever, that the trees be completely 
coated with the spray, since any 
aphis eggs which are missed will 
fiot be killed. Best results are ob- 
tained by floating the material Into 
the tree with the wind m'the form 
of a fine mist.

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, "Many Reasons Why the 
^ - V^ Hen Lays Eggs on Floor 

Floor eggs are objectionable for 
many reasons. They are likely to 
be broken and bring about the egg 
cattng habit. Then, too, they are 
often fouled. And of great impor- 
tance to R. 0. P. breeders, they 
cannot be credited to the hens that 
lay them. 

The primary reason for floor lay- 
ing is lack of suflilcicnt nests, ad- 
vises a poultryman in the Montreal 
Herald. If a hen is ready to lay 
and the nests are all occupied she 
wi'l do the next best thing— lay on 
the floor. So the first preventive 
me.'isure is to provide plenty of 
Ticsts. 

Another reason Is comfort. If a 
Jien ignores an empty nest and lays 
on the floor, she is probably more 
comfortable there. 

The type of trap door may be an- 
other reason for floor eggs. There 
is usually a higher percentage of 
such eggs where the nests are 
equipped with the old type swinging 
door that Is held in place willi a 
trigger. This makes a rather cum- 
bersome trap and the hens appear 
to fight shy of it. Either thin ply- 
l)oard or metal drops seem to be 
least objectionable, being light, eas- 
ily worked and positive. 

Watch for Corn Bugs 

With a large amount of stored 
corn, it Is especially important to 
'watch for insect damage, says the 
Prairie Farmer. The two past mild 
winters have caused such insects to 
Increase. Dry corn, stored in a dry 
crib, well ventilated. Is not likely 
to be damaged by insects. First 
indications of damage can be de- 
tected by finding holes in the ends 
and along the sides of the kernels. 
If a crib of com becomes Infested, 
Jt, should be fed or sold, or if it is 
0q'^ be fumigated, must be shelled 
and treated in a tight bin. 

Wire Fence 50 Years Old 

It was an Illinois farmer named 
Peter Sommer who first tried to 
make woven wire fence, says the 
Keystone Steel St Wire company. 
That was 50' years ago: He flrst 
tried stretching smooth wires be- 
tween posts, and weaving in cross 
wires by hand. That worked pretty 
well but took too long, so he de- 
veloped a machine. Operated by 
two men and a boy, some 10 rods 
of fence could be made in a day. 
The fabric had small square open- 
ings. 

Hard-Shell Hens 

By selecting chicks from thick 
and thin-shelled eggs, respectively, 
poultry breeders at the University 
of California have developed two 
distinct ifncs of hens, one of which 
produces hard-shelled and the other 
£oft-shelled eggs. A good laying 
flock then con be developed from 
the hard-shell hens, and the soft- 
shellers can go to pot. 



Building on the pioneering work 
which the University of Illinois 
started years ago, Illinois has be- 
come the leading state in making "a 
new day" a reality for farmers and 
their families through rural electri- 
fication. 

Between :the private utility compa- 
: nies and the cooperative rural power 
developments, approximately 86,000 
of Illinois* 231,000 farms will have 
electric service by the end of the 
year. In 1936 only some 30,000 farms 
in the state had such service. 

National officials have hailed this 
rural electriftcatlon development In 
Illlnots as one of the most sound and 
rapidly growing in the country. \That 
is more important to the farmer 
and his family Is that life on the 
farm is being completely revolution- 
ized. With electricity, rural people 
can enjoy the clean, healthful liv- 
ing conditions found In the country 
and at the same time can have all 
the modern conveniences availab\e 
to city dwellers. Outside the home, 
electricity reduces the farmer's la- 
bor and increases his Income. 

Communities, too, are benefited. 
Rural schools, for instance, are 
among the first to contract for elec- 
tric service when It enters a new 
area. Good lights save eyes and 
make studying easier. 

Underlying this unprecedented de- 
velopment in rural electrification 
is the research and extension work 
which the College of Agriculture, 
University of Illinois has been con- 
ducting for years in this particular 
field of better farming and finer 
rural living. Much of this earlier 
work was centered in the experi- 
mental line which was maintained 
on a group of farms near the 
campus. 

In 1936 this earlier work was ex- 
tended with the holding of 10 dis- 
trict conferences by the college for 
the purpose of outlining the funda- 
mentals in rural electrification. 

Since then E. W. Lehmann, head 
of the college's department of agri- 
cultural engineering, who Is In di- 
rect charge of the college's projects 
in rural electrification, has become a 
member of the Illinois State Rural 
Electrification Committee appointed 
by Governor Henry Horner. Leh- 
mann, with R. R. Parks and other 
members of his department, and 
also members of the home econom- 
ics department, are actively partici- 
pating in the educational program 
and other phases of Uie rural clcctrUlcallon 
project Their work Is being carried on 
ihrouKh the county fnrm and home advisers. 

Among the more recent of the college's 
cfTorts has been the rcloase ot the new 
mlmeographcU circular. "Farm Electrifica- 
tion and YDur Wiring Problem." 

As a result of all this work the state, at 
the twglnnln^ of the year, had 21 rural 
electric cooperatives organized and operat- 
ing with funds loaned by the national Rural 
Electrification Admlnislralion. These co- 
operatives were serving or were soon to 
serve approximately 30.000 rural customers 
on about 12,000 miles of line In 73 counties. 

Keeping pace with this have been the 
private utility companies. Since the first 
of 1038. nine of the principal uUllties with 
D9 per cent of the rural business have in- 
creased their customers beyond tho 50.000 
mark. 

*'A dream come true," Is tho way Farm 
Adviser Jerome A. Embser. of FrankUn- 
Ilamilton counties, spoke ot the rural elec- 
trification developments in his two counties. 
More than 300 miles of line are being built 
In that territory.

A searching study of the situation 
of youth in Illinois and its relation 
to higher education is now being 
made under the leadership of the 
University of Illinois in cooperation 
with 60 universities , and colleges 
throughout thp state, , the Illinois 
High School Principals association* 
and other state-wide organizations. 

^ This is probably the most search- 
ing inquiry of Us kind ever made 
in the. central west if not the entire 
nation.

Matters being studied include the 
situation of youth in nilnois. the 
structures atd activities of the so- 
cial order, a-.d the courses, teach- 
ing methoc's, iidmlnistrative organi- 
zation, and (Inancial resources of 
colleges and universities. 

•'Colleges and universities cannot 
provide the right sort of training for 
the passage of individuals from tlie 
status of youth to that of adult mem- 
oers ol thp social order unless they know 
who the youth are. what their (raining has 
been, and what their place In the social 
order ousht to be." President h- C. Willard 
of the linivsrslty said 

"Neither con they provide the right sort 
ol tralnlnii unless they know what society 
needs. This knowledge can not be limited 
to whal has been the case, or even what 
now Is the case^ but It should extend to 
what will be the casq during the period 
when the youth ot today will be the adult 
of tomorrow." 

Approximately 1,850 courses ore 
offered each semester in the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. Because of large 
enrollment, many have numerous 
sections. There are 108 sections of 
freshman rhetoric. The total num- 
ber of sections per semester ex- 
ceeds 4,000.

Plan Spring egg hatches so that 
there will be pullets starting pro- 
duction for the duration of the late 
summer and fall months for a more 
nearly balanced income through the 
year. 

Judging from the experiences of 
many hundreds of poultrymen dur- 
ing recent years it would seezn to 
be an economical and efUclcnt prac- 
tice to plan to bring off approxi- 
mately 25 per cent of the total num- 
ber of chicks Icslred during 193Q 
as early hatched, so that the pul- 
lets from those hatches will come 
into egg yield in late July or during 
August. Such early-hatched Leg- 
horn pullets would reach first egg 
about August 1 and continue in sat- 
isfactory production until mid- 
November. If such early-hatched 
pullets are put imder artificial lights 
in the late fall, a tendency toward 
partial molt and a somewhat re- 
duced egg yield can probably be 
avoided. 

Late summer or early fall egfe 
prices are usually good, for the sup- 
ply of fresh eggs at that season is 
often low. To be able to take ad- 
vantage of that situation the poul- 
tryman would do well to consider 
starting ills chick season early. An- 
other advantage, of having 25 per 
cent of the chicks early-hatched is 
that It makes possible a more eco- 
nomical and efiiclent use of incuba* 
tion and brooder equipment. 



Colt Gains Moat Weight 

During the First Year 

More than 5U per cent of the total 
Increase In weight from birth to 
matu: fty occurs during tlie Hrsi 
year of a colt's life. Seventy-five 
per cent of the increase in depth of 
chest takes place during the same 
period. This means that adequate 
feeding is essential if the proper 
growth of the skeleton is to take 
place, asserts an authority in the 
Michigan Farmer. 

Colts that are being raised for 
sale are in greater demand if they 
are kept in good condition. Liberal 
feeding of grain and hay will ac- 
complish this. On the other hand 
colts will develop into good farm 
work horses if they are fed limited 
grain rations but are allowed plent> 
of good hay. This system is econom- 
ical and produces horses that are 
sound In their feet and legs, A goon 
grain mixture for the first two year? 
consists of two parts by weight ol 
corn, two parts oats .ind one pari 
wlieat bran. Mixed hays, such a? 
timothy-oMalfa and Cimolhy-clover. 
are satisfactory. Good pastun- 
helps reduce the amount of grain 
and iiay needed and result^ in 
cheaper production. Provide salt at 
needed and have plenty ol fresh 
A'ater available at all times. 



Food and Drink 

California orange growers have 
an easy method of applying fertiliz- 
ers to their groves, according to the 
Country Home Magazine. They 
dump them into the irrigation 
stream and let the water do tne 
work. Some of them buy their ni- 
trogen fertilizer in the form of com- 
pressed ammonia gas, which comes 
in 150-pound cylinders. The cylin- 
der valves are opened just enough 
to allow the ammonia to bubble 
out. slowly into the water, which 
rapidly absorbs It and carries it 
down the irrigation furrow. 



M/iking Chicks Grow 

Growing chickens need some form 
of vitamin A to make satisfactory 
growth. Birds allowed to range 
about the farm during the growing 
season- usually pick up sufllclent 
quantities of green feed, but birds 
confined should have some feed that 
Is rich in vitamin A. AUalfa-leaf 
meal is one of the most economical 
sources of vitamin A, when all feeds 
must be purchased, and may serve 
as the sole source of this vitamin.

POULTRY MEN MUST 
FEED FOR RESULTS 



Birds Need Balanced Ration 
That la Palatable:

Poultry Department.— WNU Servlca. 

The Important thing in feeding 
poultry is to get the birds to eat 
plenty of feed that Is properly bal- 
anced, The method of feeding la 
important only as these alms are 
achieved. 

To get enough feed constimed it 
probably means just a balanced ra- 
tion that Is palatable. 

Rations for feeding poultry should 
be complete as to nourishment. 
Y^en birds are confined, It becomes 
more difllcult, but not impossible, 
to meet the requirements, as com- 
pared with birds that have access 
to a good range. 

If the system of feeding results In 
enough use of feed daily, the em- 
phasis should be not on the manner 
of feeding but on the ration Itself. 

Wide variations In feeding meth- 
ods are possible so long as they do 
not hinder the birds in getting suf- 
ficient dally feed or Interfere with 
the building of a ration complete 
with all essential nourishment. 



Better Not Overfeed the 

Bull, Authority Asserts 

One of the things to remember in 
feeding a mature bull is not to give 
him so much that he will become 
fat. It is better to keep him thin in 
flesh. It is well, too, to remember 
that feeding too much roughage to 
a bull in service is not a good prac- 
tice. It may make him logy. Wher. 
a bull Is not in heavy service he 
can receive more liberal quantities 
of both hay and silage, but when In 
service it is well to limit the hay 
ind perhaps feed no silage but in- 
:rease the grain portion of his ra- 
Iion, says Hoard's Dairyman. As a 
rule, however, a bull can be fed 10 
to 15 pounds of hay, preferably leg- 
ume, without any injurious elTect. 

A mixture which could be used 
durinq breeding would be eqp-:* 
parts by weight of ground corn and 
cob meal, or just corn, r.nd bran 
and cottonseed meal. 7/e do no'. 
believe that as a r*_jiQ a would be 
advisable to fpiu more than five 
pounds a day. If more is fed, then 
we would increase the bran to 200 
pounds and use 100 pounds of corn 
ari iOO pounds of cottonseed meal. 

We prefer pea hay to redtop, but a 
little redtop could be fed for variety. 



Conveniences on Faims 

Surveying 3,000 typical farms the 
past year the United States census 
found that seven out of ten had 
automobiles, six had radios and four 
had electricity. Three out of nine 
had running water, two out of nine 
•had bathrooms. One in three had 
tractors and one in four had motor 
trucks. Compared with the 1930 
census of all farms, this indicated 
the proportion having tractors and 
radios has more than doubled, the 
percentage having electricity and 
water piped to bathrooms has In- 
creased by half. Farms with mo- 
tor trucks increased from 18 to 24 
per cent, and those with passenger 
automobiles from 64 to 71 per 7(?nt. 



Pet Snake Obeys Order 
To 'Come Out of Cittern* 

ADELAIDE, AUSTRALIA. — Pe.-- 
cy, pet snake of a local business 
firm, which uses him for catching 
rats and mice, and who had been 
missing for a week, ^^as found by a 
plumber. 

He called for a gun when he found 
an 11-foot snake In the cistern with 
him. 

"But you can't kill him," the two 
firm men shouted. "That's our Per- 
cy." . 

"Percy," commanded one of the 
owners, going to the edge of the cis- 
tern, "come out of there." Percy 
did, crawled up on a rafter and went 
to sleep. 



Homemakers Can 
Turn Out Dressing 
To Touch Up Salad 

UrbanR, III., July 6.— Salad dress- 
ings to suit the particular kind of salad 
can easily be made at home, say foods 
specialists at the College of Agricul- 
ture, University of Illinois. 

For one thing vegetable and acid 
fruit salads and salad greens are at 
their best when served with French 
dressing. This type of dressing is the 
most simple of all to make. 

Just use J^ teaspoon salt, 1 teaspoon 
paprika, 1 teaspoon sugar, % teaspoon 
dry mustard, .J4 cup vinegar and % 
cup of olive or corn or cottonseed oil. 
In a small bowl, thoroughly mix the 
dry ingredients and the vinegar. Add 
the oil, beating vigorously until the 
mixture has the consistency of thick 
cream. If more dressinsr is prepared 
than is needed for one meal, put Jt In 
a cool place and shake it thoroughly 
just before using. 

Russian dressing is made by adding 
2 tablespoonfuls of tomato catsup or 
chili sauce and 1 tablespoon of chop- 
ped pepper to 1 cup of French dress- 
ing. 

When a salad is to be the main part 
of the meal, it should carry a high 
food value, the specialists sajr, and 
so they recommend a salad dressing 
which is richer in food value- and is 
heavier in consistency. Mayonnaise 
is the preferred dressing for such sal- 
ads as fish, meat, cg^ or chicken. 

A foundation recipe is given as: 
^ teaspoon sail, 1 teaspoon mustard, 
I teaspoon powdered sugar, 2 cgp 
yolks or 1 whole egg, 2 tablespoons of 
vinegar, 2 talilcspoons lemon juice, 
l^ cups of oil which may be cither 
olive, corn or cottonseed oil, 

Mix the dry ingredients in a bowl 
in which an egg beater can be used. 
Add egg yolks or whole egg and beat 
thoroughly; then gradually beat in 
vinegar and lenion juice. Add the oil 
¥2 tablespoon at a time and beat in 
each addition until tllie oil i.^ thoroughly 
mixed. When the mixture bejitins to 
thicken, tlie oil may be added in 
larger amount, or it may be slowly 
pourcid in while the mixture is being 
beaten. 

Mayonnaise, the specialists warn, 
.should be- thick and smooth. If it 
looks curdled, the oil has been added 
too quickly or the mixture has not been 
beaten thoroughly eiiouglt to get an 
emulsion. This can be remedied by 
starting again with a clean bowl and a 
well beaten egg yolk and gradually 
beating in the curdled dressing. 

There is a tliird kind of dressing to 
accompany salads called the cooked 
dressing. It is a suitable partner for 
fruit and vegetable salads. A stand- 
ard recipe consists of 2 cups of vine- 
gar, 2 tablespoons butter, \^ cup sugar, 
2 taI>lL'spoons flour. 1 teaspoon salt, 
'/i tt-aspoon pepper, 1 tablespoon mus- 
tard and A egg yolks. 

Mix and heat together the vinegar, 
l>utter and sugar. Mi,x llour. salt, 
pepper and mustard with a little cold 
water. IJeat egg yolks and add to the 
second mixture. Wlicn smooth, add 
hot vine-gar mixture slowly. Cook 
20 miinitcs or until thick. This dress- 
ing can be kept for several weeks in 
a closed jar in a cool place. Thin it 
with cream before using. 

Fine for fruit salad is the golden 
salad dressing, wliich consists of 2 
c-ggs. J4 cup sugar, Vi cup orange 
juice, \4 cup lemon juice and V4. cup 
of any fruit juice. Beat the eggs 
lightly, add the sugar, beat in the 
fruit juicc.4, Cook in a double boiler 
until thick. 

Other salad dressing recipes and a 
variety of tasty salads for summer 
are presented in the booklet, "Salads 
lor Variety," available free of charge 
from the extension service in agricul- 
ture and home economics.

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Use nt Car Couplings 
Railroads first started changing 
from the pin and link coupling when 
Ezra Miller patented his automatic 
coupler in 1863. By 1870 it was in. gen- 
eral use in the middle and western 
states and a few years later in use 
on- most of the railroads in the Unit- 
ed Stales.

01 the various measures which 
may be employed to furnish more 
and better pasture for' a dairy herd, 
the fertilizing of a small area of the 
permanent pasture to furnish early 
spring grazing is one which is adapt> 
ed to many farms. Although a 
fairly large quantity of fertilizer i? 
needed per acre, the practice, is 
economical in the long run provided 
the sod is good. The procedure ij 
as follows: 

In early spring apply from 800 to 
1,200 pounds lo the acre of a high 
nitrogen mixed fertilizer, such "as 
5-10-10, 5-10-5 or 5-8-7. An applica- 
tion of lime should also be made 
if the soil is strongly acid. The 
area treated should be one acre to 
every eight cows. Best results will 
be obtained if this fertilized area'is 
fenced off from the rest of ihe.pas- 
ture. Permanent grass pasture so 
treated may be turned on when the 
grass is four or five inches high, 
which should be about 10-^ days in 
advance of the time cows are "nor- 
mally turned out on untreated pas- 
ture. ""•■" ■:"^--"'' 

This early grazing will save a. con- 
siderable amount of barn feeding at 
a time of year when pasture is most 
welcome to the herd. . About the 
time this treated area is grazed off, 
the untreated pasture is ready for 
grazing. After the ■ grass on"- the 
treated area has made a renewal 
growth, the cows are returned to 
it. This method of rotation grazing 
conserves pasture, since it reduces 
tramping lo a minimum. A further 
benefit is that the phosphoric acid 
and potash in the fertilizer would 
exert a beneficial effect for several 
years to come. 

If the same area were given an 
additional application of sulphate. of 
ammonia or nitrate of soda about 
June 1, at the rate of 200 pounds 
per acre, additional benefits would 
be derived. In a dry summer, not 
niuch elTect could be expected from 
this second application during the 
hot weather, but the fall growth of 
the grass should be increased and 
the pasture season should be length- 
ened somewhat in the fall.

'Epidemic Tremor' New 

Woiry for Poulti^ Men 

A disease known as "epidemic 
tremor" is one of the newest to 
cause concern to the pouUryman. 
It was described in 1932 by Dr. 
Jones of the Harvard Medical 
school. Since that time it has be- 
come fairly widespread. 

It was given the name "tremor" 
because of the characteristic symp- 
tom, tremor or vibration of the 
head and neck. One poultry author- 
ity, in describing what is believed 
to be the same disease, called it 
the "jitters," The technical name, 
however, is far more dignified — "in- 
fectious avian encephalomyelitis." 

It is one of those diseases caused 
by an infectious, titrable virus. It 
can be transmitted from a diseased 
to a healthy chick ^y ifiOcuIaUon of 
material from the train. 

Chicks sometimes show symp- 
toms as soon as 24 or 48 hours 
after hatching. It is usually a 
week before outstanding symptonna 
are noticed. The first sign is a dull- 
dess of the eye.

'What's Found in Straw 

straw supplies nutrient elements 
as well as organic matter, accord- 
ing to Associate Agronomist J. W, 
Ames of the Ohio Agricultural Ex- 
periment station, who goes on to 
say that a ton of straw will furnish 
about 10 pounds of nitrogen, four 
pounds of phosphoric acid, 25 pounds 
of potash, and 1,600 pounds of organ- 
ic matter. The best return from the 
fertiUty elements in straw is ob- 
tained when it is used as bedding 
and made into manure. Plenty of 
straw provides for maximum ab- 
sorption of the liquid excrement that 
contains the most valuable part of 
the nitrogen and potash in manure.

Isolate New Horses

Keeping Roosts Clean 

Cleaning the dropping boards un- 
der the roosts daily, or twice week- 
ly, is important in maintaining 
healthy and sanitary conditions in 
the poultry house. If it is not pos- 
sible to clean the house frequently, 
the droppings should be permitted 
to fall from the roost poles to the 
floor, several feet beneath. The 
birds then will be troubled less with 
odors and gases from the droppings 
The space under the roosts should 
be fenced with wire netting. 



Scientists Generally Agree 

Atom Warfare Peps Up 

Rays of Sun. 

PHILADELPHIA.— The sun will 
not start to cool off for at least an- 
other 10,000,000,000 years, according 
to a symposium of scientists held 
here jointly by the American Phil- 
osophical society and the Franklir, 
institute. 

The orb has lasted at least 5,000,- 
000,000 year." and perhaps 100,000.- 
000,000 years, and avoids burning it- 
self out by utilizing the cores of car- 
bon atoms, the scientists were told. 

Dr. Henry Norris Russell, profes 
sor of astronomy and director of the 
Princeton university observatory, 
explained the theory developed by 
Dr. Hans Albrecht Bethe, former 
professor at the University of Mu- 
nich and now professor of physics 
at Cornell university. 

Sun Abi^orbs Energy. 
Briefly stated in lay terms, Doc- 
tor Bethe's theory holds that while 
earthly creatures consume the out- 
side of carbon atoms with oxygen, 
the sun absorbs the energy from the 
cores of the atoms. Carbon, it was 
explained, Is the basic constituent 
of all matter. 

Warfare Gives Off Energy. 

Doctor Bethe's theory found that 
on the sun atoms of hydrogen and 
carbon "bombard" each other until 
a nitrogen atom results. The nitro- 
gen is further bombarded by hydro* 
gen and helium follows. The proc- 
ess continues until the helium endi 
as -carbon again. 

While the little warfare of the 
atoms progresses, the scientists ex- 
plained, energy is given oft. 

The atomic energy contained in 
a EUgQT cube, Doctor Russell said, 
could drive a transatlantic liner to 
Europe and back, if it were proper- 
ly- harnessed. He used the illustra- 
tion to demonstrate how much en- 
ergy must be created to supply the 
heat given off by the sun. 

To supply the sun's heat for one 
second, he explained, 10,000,000,000,- 
000,000 (ten million billion) tons of 
coal would have to be burned. If 
the sun were burning itself up, as 
e'arlicr theories held, he asserted, it 
would have lasted only 6,465 years. 

He estimated the sun's loss of en- 
ergy at 4,200,000 tons per second. 

Theory Fits Data. 

Doctor Bethe's theory fits all 
•ivailable data, and has been ac- 
cepted by many scientists as the 
answer to how the sun manages to 
continue its heat and life-giving ex- 
istence. 

Further, Doctor Russell, expand- 
ing on the Bethe theory, found that 
the sun is gradually growing more 
luminous and the earth's tempera- 
ture will increase about 1 degree 
Fahrenheit In 100,000.000 years. 

Eventually, he said, the torrid and 
temperate zones of the earth will be 
unllvable from the heat, and the 
population, some millions of years 
from now, will be found only at the 
North and South poles. 

Other findings of the symposium 
brought out that the earth, Venus 
and Mars, while millions of miles 
apart, have a common element — 
iron— as their core. 

Mercury and the moon, on the 
other hand, have centers of solid 
rock. 

The earth and the sun have the 
same elements in common, iii al- 
most identical proportions, except 
for hydrogen and helium, which are 
more abundant on the sun. 

The atmosphere of the sun Is al- 
most chemically pure hydroger.. 

The temperature at the center ol 
the Bun is 7,400,000 degreps.
